*- HE Narrative, which I hereexamin in its deſign is like the reft 
7 NfY of the Libclls , which have of late appeared with that title , but is 
5 far different in the meanes it makes vie cf, to compaſſe it, All 
. conſpire to perſwade the world , that Cazholitks are not fit t0 be per 
mitted in any Government , by reaſon of the Defigns contrary to 

| "» them , which we drive on. But the firſt Narratives differre from 
this , that thoſe alleadged ſeveral pretended Treaſons of Papiſis them aliue , either 
committed, or deſigned in our days, in the preſence of thole Infoi2rers, and which 
might haue ruined Church, and ſtate had they not been prevented by the ſea- 
ſonable diſcouery of thoſe villanies : ſo they were made vp of perlonall Adts 
either done, or deſigned , as was pretended , by Papiſts, then aliue : and which 
therefore were iuſtly charged on them , if the Informations were tru. But that 
plea being euidently baffled by the many contradiftions , and improbabilities ir 
contained , this Narrative arraignes the Exglish Catholicks in another way , char- 
ging them with what its Authour thought blame-worthy in any Profcflor of the 
lame Religion , how diſtant ſoever he was from Englih Catholicks, both in place 
where , and time when he lived. To this intent he takes the Liberty to range 
ouer all ages , and Countries, where Cazholick Religion hath been proteſt; and if 
in this , or any former age , in Spaine , ot Italy , Frame, Portugal, or Germany he 
finds an indiſcreet Schoo!leman , a Cholerick Pope, or a Paſhonat Prince , Wri- 
te , Speake, or Ac reprehenſibly , all that is charged vpon the English Carholiks 


' in this Libel. So what the D. de 4/va did in the Low-countrics , what Lewrs 


VII. in Languedoc, and what S. Gregory the greate writ aboue a thouſand yea- 
res agoe to Phocas the Emperour , all thele , I ſay and many more ſerue to 
increaſe the indightment drawn vp againſt vs in this wile Narrarine. 

Here we lee. this our Freind hath opened a way to find matter enough to: 
charge vs with. But with what colour of Iuſtice can any of thole illcgall actions 
(ſuppoſe them ſuch ) be charged on vs, who haue no more hand in them , then 
inthe Actions of the Cham of Tarrary , or the Greate Mogwl, or thoſe of Maris, 
and Sylla , ſcing theſe were dead befor we were borne , fo was Lewin VIIL

What Innoceney can b: proof , when it comes to be try:d as ours is > We 
were firſt charged with perſonall Actions, as actually and perſonnally ploting a- 
gainſt his ſacred Majcſties life and government. The fallity of this charge being 
' made cuident, whereas we ſhould be acquitted, a new endightment is drawn 
vp againſt vs by E. C. containing all the faults, he had read , or feigned of the 
Catholicks of what ſ@cuer country , or age : all which he hath depoſed in this 
Naratize. Why fo? he conſiders all Cathslic's that are, or haue been, as one 
Maſle of perdiction , one Reprobate Perſon, whereof each part'is made anſwea- 
reable for the bad Aﬀtions of the whole , and of each other part of ir. 

How hard focuer it be for any Innocency to ſtand ſuch aficry Ordeale, yet 
ours hath ſtood this , and either the vertu. of paſt andforeign Papifs hath: been 
ſo wonderfull , or his Blindweſſe fo greate, that all'which. HyRtories of paſt 
times , or remote partes afforded him, could not ſatisfy his hatred-of vs , nor 
compleate his charge againſt vs , withour helping it-our , with new crimes of 
his owne feighning, Wirneſſe what he cites page 6. our of Suarez , that zr 15 lawful 
for any man 10 kill an excommunicated Kjnz, Which he relates as Suarez his Doctrine ; 
whereas in Szarez after thoſe words , immediarly follows this cenſure vpon them :

condema that very DoQtrine , which he is accuſed ro haue taught. 
Apaine page 9. he aſſures, that none but mony:d men can; get abſolution from their 
fins in the Romm Church. Pectatorum venia non nifi nummatis impendiunr. A thing fo 
falſe, that I defie any man liuing to produce-one fingle inſtance of a man, who 
vpon ſcore of Poverty was refed abſolution. And in all' our Churches our 
Confcſlion feats are as free and. open to 4 , as to Creſus, More examples. of 
the finccrity of this zale zeller wil occurre in the following Treatile. Theſe two 
will ſuffice for a ſh<«w of his Art, | 
Kecrimination:is a familiar , ordinary, and obuious Apology : yer I think 
ic the leaſt ſacisfattory , & worſt of all as being fitter to multiply the number of 
guilty Perſons, then proue the Innocency of any one. For it doth not follow, 
that M. Whitcbreade was Innocent , if it ſhould be proued-, that Oazes hath al- 
ways had an averſion to the Royal family. Or that the Pepiſi3 are loyal ſubjes,be- 
cauſe the Wideffits bcld ſeditious Dodtrines. Yer I haue been periwaded not to 
omir that way of anlwcrivg too, to oblicge the Prozeſiants, if poſlible , to combar 
' wicked maximes in their own, as well as in Popifs, & ro moue them to ſome _ 
paſlion

paſſion of humane frailties ;to which they are much more ſubject then we. For 


' two very material differences are obſervable berwixt the things they charge P apiſts 


with , & whar the Proteſtants are accuſed off. 

The firſt: that choſe charged on vs are confiſtant with Authoriry. For 
what bad cff<& could thok words of a Pope Spoken in paſſion haue : Ether ! will 
hane Philips Crown , or he Shall hane my Myter? Thcy forewarned the King of the 
danger, by diſcouering ſuch a bad ratent in the Pope againſt him. And moreq- 
uer probably the Pope himſelf having ſlept vpon it, was aſhamed of ſh a paſlio- 
nate — ſo vabeſceming his Dignity. Whereas the Doctrines we charge 
on Proteſtants, are ſerled ſeditious maximes., which lay the Axe at the roote of all 
Authority Ciuil,and Eccleſiaſtical. For cxample that of the Widrffifts ; 129 man in 
flate of mortal ſin retames any Amhority. Whac King can. be ſure of his crown, 
what Biſhop of his myter where this Do@ine prezailcs. 

Another difference is , that we haue long ſince rejefted theſe DoQrines 
( ifrhere were cuer any: ſuch- amongſt vs ). and I challenge Proteſtants to ſhew 
any Pepiſt alive , who doth. teach them. Whereas the Protefian!s retaine the 
ſame vnretradted , vncondemned to. this moment , & vpon occalions ſpread 
them anew. As thar ſeditious maxime of the Wideffifis, of which I haue ſpoken.) 
which Oeres hath printed in the Dedicatory of his Narrazwe to the King himſelf, 
W hence followes-a 

Third: difference > that what is found blame worthy in- our Predeceſſors. 
cannot be layd to our charge, ſeing we neither praftice, nor teach it; nay our 
Prclates haue condemned it, as we {hall ſee at the end of this Preface; whereas. 
Proteſtants are an{werable for the doctrines of their Fore fathers, and all the per- 
nicious conſequences flowing from them , becauſe they neuer condemned , or 
diſlowned'them.z-bur do ſtill approue of. them. 

W herfore ſcing nothing can be with-luſtice charged on Englich Catholicks, 
for whom alone I plead + ſeing their life is ſo clear from fin , & their Dodrine 
from errour, that neither can be biamed without a calumny , nor our reputation. 
wounded but through the {ide of Truth : Let Oates & Prante, Euerard & Dugdale , 
Smith , 8 Ieniſon:, Bolron , dangerfeild , 8 E. C.( one for any thing I know like 
the reſt) multiply their Nerratznes as often as.they pleaſe , & ſtuffc them with ca- 
lamnies to as great a bulke , as their little wit , & great malice will p.rmir, 
the only effe&t of thoſe Libels will be ro-cloud our Repuratibn from the eyes of 
the people for a time, & giue them ſome bad impreſſions of vs : yer our [nno- 
cency will diſperſe thoſe miſts, & ſhine fo brightly , as to be conſpicuous to the 
whole world. And the People it {elit whome their Miniſters ſeduce with thele 
Fables, & dilingenious. Arts, will giue to vs , & to the Libellers their due ; to 
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vs, in acquitting vs of the crimes Pe vniaſtly vpon vs; & to them, by fin- 
ding them guilty of vnchatitable lies, at the priuate tribunal of each ones Judg- 
ment. 

Ic is yncertaine when we may expe to ſee an end of theſe diſputes berwixt 
| our Innocency, and their malice. Nothing pur a ſtop to the falle accuſations of the 
Avthour of the firft & greateſt Narrazine, bur his lofſe of credit,, by the open 
diſcovery of his lies. A like loſſe of credit may happily pur aſtop to the pens of 
thele Libellers. Ahd 1 doubt not , but the better part of our nation will be glad 
to ſee Truth aſſerted againſt Fahhood, & Innocency triumphing ouer Malicious ſlaunders. 

Of the Authour of this Narrarime 1 will only lay , that if he had not 
Honeſty to ſpeake only the truth , he had wit enough to conceale his name, that 
he might preſerve his credit, notwithſtanding all his lies, 

Now becauſe I ſhall haue occaſion to cite in our Defence hereafter 
ſome Decrees of Popes (to which all Cacholiks ſubmit) in our vindication, I will

| {ame defence,and be ready to iuſtify the truth & honeſt fincerity of theſe follow- 

ing ſheeres. | 


[Anſwer : ]r is a common Topick for all who accuſe Cathelecks, to enereale | 
the Odium againſt them ,.& recommend their own zeale for the common good + 
eo the Publicke benevolence by repreſenting the dangers,they expoſe themſelues 


to, by diſcouering the faylts, the conſpiractes, the murhers, the Treaſons of the Papiſts: 
As if the Protection of the Law, the ſecurity of the publick Peace, the vigilancy 
of Magiſtrates , & the number of Libelling Miniſters, & faRious & malicious 
ſeriblers, were not a ſufficient Proteion againſt a few diſarmed men, & for the 
moſt part Priſoners ; but either by Authority a gard muſt be appointed for every 
libeller , or elſe by their whining complaints of imaginary dangers, they would 
engage others without Authority in any illegal Aſſociation for mutuall defence. 
I leaue to our venerable Iudges ro declare whither this ſtand with the law -: and 
his Majeſty's moſt honourable privy Council to conſider whither ic do not en- 
danger the Publicke Peace. 

W hence this Panick Feare , of an.inconfiderable number of men, all diſarmed, 
& mok of them ether impriſoned , or baniſht? From a bad conſcience , which 
in the midſt of Peace, & the greateſt ſecurity always thinks of dangers. Cum Pax 
fe, ipſe ſemper inhidias ſuſpicarim. Job: 15.21. And thewicked fly , when no body purſues 
them. Prou. 28. 1. Thu s the miſerable condition of ſmners , lays S. Chiitoſt. How, 8. 
ad Pop. Antioch. They ſuſþef2 all :hings , they feare 5haddews , they tremble at he. lealt 
awyſe ; 70 body whiſpers , but they think is 1s againſt them: no body mon:s, but. they ſurmiſe 
53 6s to attack them. Such ts the nature of ſm: it diſcouers itsſelf , alths none. elſe dreame 
of it , arraignes the guilty perſon withou any ether witneſſes , & condemmes him at the 
Tribunal of his ene conſcience from whith ſentence there ts no appeale, Hence he flyes, 
though no body puriues him , thinking that eucry map he ſees or phanſics , is his 
# ra Ms 7 T Exccutioner 
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Executioner, Is not this a Picture of theſe Champions of the Proteſtant Church 
& Accuſers of Pepiſts ? Is not this danger alleadged framed by thcir owne guilty 
conſcience., which accuſes , arraignes, judges , & condemnes them, & then re- 
preſents all men as deſigned to execute the ſentence, as Caim layd , all who find 
me , will kill me Gen. 4. 14. Yet you offer ata reaſon, & here it is.

The Rebells were exaſþrrazed to the moſt deſperate Reſolutions , && Aftion,, 
by being threatned with all extremitys , not only , to #he known beads , & theife Inien- 
diarys ; but eutn to the whole community of th: Nation ; reſoluing 10 defiroy Rooz 3 
Branch, men , women , C7 children : without any regard to thoſe v,ual pleas for merty , 
which Conquerors not Wholy barbarous , are wont 0 hear from. their own breaſts, in 
behalfe of thoſe , whoſe oppreſtine faces , rather 1h-n thrtr malite engaged them , or who(# 
imbecillity for ſex , or aze w.4 ſuch , as they could neuher lift vp a band againſt them. 
Thus his late Majcſty. 

Here you lee , Sir , not a little 3 but a great , & manifold cauſe & Pronocation 
to that Rebellion , ( which I do not intend to juſtify ) viz. 

t. Dcfire of Liberty in a nation ſubjc& to a foreigner.
